Wo huvo not, hithorto, bad timo to 
take a gonorul rovicw of tho proceed 
inga of tho Legislative Council during 
its prosont session, although several 
matters of gravo intorost to the Colcny 
have boon under consideration. Per* 
haps, the rocoss takon for tho Easter 
holidays is tho most fitting timo to 
place boforo our readers a brief review 
of tho spirit and purposo of tho legis- 
lation whioh has so far boon attempt- 
ed. It is gratifying to obsorvo, that 
■while tho attendance at an incon- 
vonient season of tho year, upon tho 
whole, was good ; thoro has been an 
abscuoo of local or cIusb Legislation, 
and a ready disposition shown by all 
parties to indorso and support every 
measure introtluood which boro direct- 
ly upon tho higher interests of tho 
Colony, and few of those interests 
bavo boen overlooked. Our own mom- 
Dors have left an oxcoliont record. At 
al) timos walchful of the interests of 
thoir constituents, and tho proprieties 
of Parliamentary proceedings they 
havo manifostod, as will be shown by 
our roportP, a liberality towards and 
vigilance ovor the interests of their 
brother colonists at a distance, which 
refloct groat credit upon them, and 
which, in our opinion, must go far 
towards convincing every unprejudic- 
ed mind that they havo not, as charg- 
ed, tho least desiro to oppose and kill 
every measure of good that does 
oontro in Victoria. Tho extension of 
our foreign oommorco by tho adoption 
of drawbacks — tho regulation of tarill's 
to protoct our homo produce of all 
kinds, tho construction of roads to 
open up our immediate agricultural 
lands for occupation, the establish- 
ment of mutual benefit and co-iopera* 
tion Corporations amongst us, which 
havo been so beneficial olsewhoro, and 
tho advocacy of a liberal policy in tho 
possession of minoral lands, with other 
subfcidiary and inforior matters, form 
the principal featuros of merit in their 
action. Other mombors ropreBoming 
constituencies on tho mainland havo 
boen equally diligent and watchful, 
and with equal proprioty advocated, 
as lar as the revenue of the Colony 
will admit, an extension of agricul- 
ture, abolition of injurious lolls, and 
tho establishment of tho mail eervico 
upon a footing that without impar- 
tiality or the possibility of failure may 
roach tho most distant districts. It 
appears to us tho Colony will dorivo 
much good from tho measures of tho 
present Legislative sitting. First of 
all, tho vexed and injurious contest 
upon the Capita! of tho United 
Colonies has beon sottlod in a quiet 
and dignified manner, whioh wo trust 
will remove forever the. spirit^of con., 
tonUon it has fostered so long. Tho 
immediate result of this stop will be 
to draw a united action from all sec- 
tions and all clusees of politicians to 
carry out successfully tho moasures 
wo have enumerated, and which al- 
ready manifests itself in tho mutual 
liberality of hitherto opposing faction"?, 
Tho vexatious and expensive anomaly 
ot our Judiciary is in a fair way to 
recoivo a Bottloiueut agroeabloj.o tjbe 
wishes and interests, of tho people 
gonerally, according to proaont ap- 
pearaucca, without exciting or leaving 
behind a feeling of anger and jealousy. 
A duo regard for tho honor and tho 
welfare of tho Colony will bo main- 
tained in the Limitation of Actions 
Bill, so that it will noither become a 
debtor's prison nor a lurking placo lor 
dishonest fugitives. Tho petition from 
tho flowo Sound Copper Mining Co., 
will havo a very good offect in direct- 
ing attontion to tho immcdiato want 
of a uniform system in the disposal of 
our mineral lands. Porhaps ono of 
tho most agroeablo and hopeful lea-* 
turos of tho legislation was tho 
unanimous expression of liberality on 
tho part of tho Government in this 
respect, with a view to attract popu- 
lation to our shoros, and to assist the 
development ot our minoral ledges, 
whioh this petition drew from all sides 
of the llousu. Alining and agriculture, 
boyond doubt, at this poriod, form tho 
two principal resourcos and moans of 
increasing our population which wo 
poBsoss. If all are agreed to adopt tho 
most liberal policy to open thorn up to 
competition, nothing can prevont its 
immodiato adoption, and thus a groat 
o'jstaolo, in tho opinion of many, to 
tho progress of tho Colony porma- 
nontl.y romovod. Tho attempt io 
worthv of Wisiiuivo effort and will no 



gravo question cf Ways and Means to 
bo mot: but on the re-asBombling next 
week wo hope to see tho name spirit of 
inquiry, moderation, intelligence, lib- 
orality and courtosy maintained to tho 
end, fooling assured in that case tho 

bost intorosts of tho Colony will bo

Washington, April 9— In the Impoach* 
raent Court after examining two wit- 
nesses, Curtis commenced the opening argu- 
ment for the defence and spoke till 4 p. m. 

Washington, April 10— Ueneral Thomas 
testified that after informing the President 
iliat Stanton had asked for lime to remove 
papers, the President simply leplitu — 
' Very well, go on wi'h your orders.'' He 
did not see tbo President again till after his 
arrest and liberation on bail ; he then visittd 
tbo President and informed him that he was 
in custody and on what charge The Presi- 
dent said, i' Very well; [that's what I 
wanted." He went into tho War Office tho 
same morning, demanding possession, which 
Stanton refused. Ho stated that after mem- 
bers of Congress and others bad left ho com- 
plained to Stanton that be had boen arrested 
before breakfast and had had n.-.lhing to eat 
that morning. Stanton playfully said he 
could remedy that, and produced a bottle and 
they took a drink together. This was all the 
force used that day. (Laughter.) He de- 
clared that tho President never directed him 
to nso force to obtain possession of the War 
Office. Ho denied that ho ever stated to 
Burleigh or anybody that ho would call on 
Gen Grant or kick down the doors, or that be 
told Karsener he would kick that fellow out. 

New Yobk, April 10— Stephen J Meany, 
Fenian Head Centre, arrived to»day, having 
been released from prison by tbo British 
Government on condition of his return to the 
United States. 



The Abyssinian. Expedition- 

London, April 10— The latest news from 
Abyssinia says Gen Napier had reaohed lati- 
tude 21 degrees. King Theodore was at 
Magdallo, ready foi a 6cige. He has 5,000 
men and 26 large guns.

Tho foreman of a large manufacturing es- 
tablishment has suddenly disappeared. Ho 
io known to have Fenian proclivities, and is 
suspected ol complicity in tho assas'inatioD. 

Tho Herald's Montreal special says no 
doubt exists of tho guilt of Whelan. A 
quantity of correspondence with New York 
Fenians has been unearthed, implicating sev- 
eral notables. 

A quantity of nitro-glyoetine brought from 
New York on forged orders has been discov* 
ored. It created immense excitement, as it 
is said a plot has been discovered to blow up 
the House ol Parliament.

Ilowevor, when a great pub-, 
lie queatioD is involved, there is no sense in 
splitting hairs, lest in doing so, we ehotild 
lose sight of the main quesiiom A Court of 
Appeal is deairoble, no doubt of it ; bat a 
Court of Appeal, constituted as the Necss 
wanls it, would be a burlesque on law and 
eommoa sense. So far ns our colornporary'a 
opposition to tho bill now before the Legie^ 
laturo goes, we aro with him; but we can 
imagine no state ol things more prejudicial 
to the public interests or detrimental to the 
proper und honest administration of tho law 
than for a newspaper to open its oolumns to 
articles defamatory of a pdge by ooy sailor 
who happens to have been worsted ia a oase. 
IfBUch o practice were to obtain generally 
there would bo an end to both law and jus- 
tice, and tho public would be iodireoily 
placed under a tyranny more galling than 
any that could possibly ariso under tho pres- 
ent syBtorn. Lot us havo ti Court of Appeal ; 
but we don't want the News to usurp guber- 
natorial funslioDS by appointing the third 

judgo. 

Tfieitrk Rotal To-Night.— The benefit 
of George W. Marsh takes place to-night, 
with a gcod programmo offered for the occa- 
sion. It is scarcely necessary for ns ngaio 
to repeat our convictions upon having a well 
conducted theatre iu our midst, for that ad- 
vantage most be obvious to everyone It ia 
oar duty to the Colony to attract visitors 
living near to our shores, and togiatily those 
who may ohaoce to be amongst us. It is 
also our duty to providj rational recreation 
and amusement for our own people; and the 
theatre, properly managed, can be made to 
do much in this respect. Mr Marsh has 
given good entertainmonta, as fai as the 
material at his command allowed.

In addition, 
Mr Marsh, whilst leasee, his not forgotten 
to discharge the obligation resting od him to 
put tho decorations of tho house iu a fit and 
proper condition and make it agreeable to 
thoso who attend. Upon the whole, as a 
thoroughly respectable citizen of the town, 
we acknowledge his claims upon Iho public, 
and trust to see his sou receive an apprecia- 
tive patronage. 

Tub British Ministry —A paragraph in 
oar telegraphic summury ol Saturday, rolative 
to the uction of Lord Cranbourne, has given 
rise to a belief that the noble lord has suc- 
ceeded Disraeli aa Premier. Lord Cran- 
bourne, it will be remembered, offered a 
resolution on tho Iiiab Church question, 
which proposed the adoption of a medium 
policy between that proposed by the Govern" 
moot and that offcred by Mr Gladstone II 
is possible that tho former measure was 
carried and that Lord Cranbouroo has suc- 
ceeded to tho Premiership ; but a telegram 
to our reporter below brought an atibwer 
that he had heard of no change in the Min- 
istry.

So particular 
aro this firm as to the articles used in com* 
pouDdine their various remedies, that they 
have this drag liko some others they consume, 
gathered for them by a skilful agent of their 
own in the Ircpical regions of its growth, 
lie informs as that thoro aro many species 
ot this plant, but two of which aro really 
valuable in medicine; the qualities oi these 
are also affected by tho time of gathering, 
mode of caring, etc, operations which in that 
region of unreliable workmen imposes a 
heavy labor upon bim. One of tho inert 
varieties of Sarsaparilla grows wild in onr 
own forests, while several others, nearly 
worthless, abound in Central and South 
America. Tbe irttlligent agent assured us 
t bat the virtues ol this drug had never been 
fully told, aad tbat tho reason ot tho Ion 
esteem in which many hold it is mainly due 
to tbe importation ol such immense quanti- 
ties of the worthless varieties. His accounts 
of his trips to Honduras and bis business 
exenrsit ns along the Gulf of Duloe and the 
rirers of Moatagua and Santiago nrd amorK> 
the adjacent mountains were ot intonso in- 
terest, "e can but commend and honor 
his employers for the faitiilulntaa and energy 
with whicb they execute their trust as min- 
isters to tho public health, und we suspect 
that this course ie.it least ono of Ihe reasons 
why iheir medicines ore held in such ex- 
traordinary luvnr throughout the civilized 
world — | New York City News. * 



British Columbia Ruled and Ruined, 



Editor Colonist : — I request you will 
permit me to ask a question? Who is 
the Governor 2 Everyone knr>ws Gov- 
Seymour was sent hero from Knglapd to 
direct ihe fortoues of (ins young Goiony. 
But is he the Governor 1 Judging by 
the evidence before me, I am inclined to 
btilieve that Mr Harper, a gentleman 
from the Southern States of America, is 
in fact the governor. 

You remember tho route to Cariboo 
by the Harrison river, Douglas, Pemberton 
Mcudons, Liiiooet and Ciinton? It was 
far superior to the new route by land 
J><>«rx Yvh. ("A P;ij» •<?.•?,■. .Xl'.i", <w\ r>ss&\a<u 
through an iireclaimable wilderness. It 
is a triumph of art and wastful extrava- 
gance; to it is transferred the truffic from 
the oilier line, and tho cousoquenco is 
visible; tho squatters havo abundoned 
their firms and tho richest district in 
the country is ruined — by a triumph of 
art. A road through the wilderness, not 
the way to any gnrden is clearly a job. 

You heard of the I3ig Bend excitement 
in I8C6, wlieu thousands rushed from 
Sun Francisco to find nothing. The ex- 
citement was accepted at headquarters 
aa evidence. Another road through 
another wilderness was made at vast ex- 
penco. Big Hend was deserted long ugo, 
and there is another awful gash in the 
breast of tho young Colony. Excitement 
is a bad witness ! Tho tolls levied on the 
Yale road is collected by policemen : bnt 
under the present system it is impossible 
to check their accounts. I beliovo they 
are respectable men, but that is an acct 
dent. I do not find fault with them but 
with tho system which is in truth a greut 
temptation. 

I suppose you are awaro of the fact 
that the mnrkot in the gold mines of Cari- 
boo is supplied with flour, bacou and 
beans, produced in California ; you ulio 
know that in the valleys of British Colum- 
bia all theso necessaries may bo produced 
in great quantities by experience and 
irrigation. Wo havo no farmers in tho 
country except tho Cornwalls and 
three or four others. What bus his E.t- 
oellency dono to eneotirago a homo supply 
for tho homo market? Nothing at all. 
Is not it a shaino to see the adventurous 
gold seekers of u British Colony, under 
such circumstances, depending on the 
foreigner lor supplies/ Down there in 
Victoria and Now Westminster tho people 



rival capitals. Cariboo is the eapitul und 
tho miners the soul of tho Colony. Jjet 
laeai have clieup flour and beef, tho beat 
of everything at tho lowest price, aud the 
Colony" will grow like an English oak. 
Half the gold region baa nover been cx>> 



plored. Cheap provisions will double the 
population in the mines and ns a natural 
consequence the whole Colony will flourish. 
The high price of provisions bos thinned 
the population ia tho mines, Is hie Ex- 
cellency awaro of the fact that if the 
miners were to leave there would bo no 
people to be ruled. Wo have no farmers 
in the country. The squattors are broken 
down miners, men without experience or 
capital; they irrigate their patches and 
produco barley mid liny to feed the puck 
mules. J do not expect hia Excellency to 
become a farmer, but surely ho should 
encourage njrriculiurc. With a very 
small capital employed in fields within 30 
miles of the mines he could this year pro-, 
duce wheat enough to feed all tho miners, 
mid if it were sold nt the price of wheat 
in San Francisco it would leave a large 
surplus as interest on tho expenditure. 

It was a mere accident that the colony 
escaped this your. A few grasping specu- 
lators proceeded to buy all tho wheat 
grown in tho country. With this crop in 
their possession they could command any 
price iu tho mines or starve the miners, if 
a severe winter had como upon us. Mr. 
Harper, who happens to have, io Cariboo, 
tho best market for Ii is beef, saw the 
danger ; ho went into tho wheat market 
and succeeded in getting about liulf tho 
crop. To preserve his beef market ho 
would sacrifice his flour and savo British 
Coin inbia. 

Is it not a sad sight to see Buch a 
colony as this in such n state ? Its very 
life so visibly dependent on nn accident 
that tuny occur at any time. Would it 
not be advisable to muko Harper Deputy 
Governor of Cimboo ii any muu of 
common sense iiad an interest in the gen- 
eral weifara of the place it would prosper. 

It is true thut extravagance in road 
making and an expensive, uscloss crowd 
of officials tend to make the people of this 
colony wish for n new form of Govern- 
ment. A great many persons suppose 
that union with Canada would be a desir- 
able change, a great gain to the people of 
British Columbia. Canada is a great 
country ; her statesmen have exhibited 
great ability, but a great portion of her 
territory is yet without a population. Is 
it reasonable to suppose that Canadian 
statesmen would direct any of the labour 
or capital required at homo to the valleys 
of this remote land 7 A farmer without 
sufficient capital is sure to neglect that 
part of the farm furthest from bis house. 
Nations are mauagod in the same maimer. 
In fact, British Columbia is too young to 
bo married and too poor. She requires 
education ; she has no fortune, no surplus 
produce. Marry for love is all moonshine, 
an idea "played out." An union with 
Canada would he no loss to her, no gniu 
to us. We require a local, cheap Gov- 
ernment, to connect the valleys by clear- 
ings and to eneotirago a home supply for 
tho homo market at Cariboo. If we 
cannot get rid of the expensive system 
thut provides us with roads through irre- 
claimable districts, and a crowd of paid 
idlers, let us make the match right off. 
It is better to bo tho farthest end of a 
farm managed by skill than the field next 
tho house where tho farmer sleeps all day 
and leaves his work to deputies.

A 
modern crusade in which have 1 i s tad tho 
flower of Canadian youth, and whoso battle- 
lie I J , il war arises, will bu thousands of miles 
Irom home, under unfamiliar skies, and 
among an align poople.
